Small Amount of Iodine 
Needed in Cow’s Ration 
A small amount of iodine is needed 
in the ration of dairy cattle for the 
proper 
functioning 
of 
the 
thyroid 
gland. 
A deficiency of this element 
results in 
goitre or "big neck" in 
calves. 
Iodine is often lacking In 
soils distant from the sea, and con­ 
sequently goitre is more prevalent In 
such regions than near the sea coast. 
Decaying sea weeds liberate this ele­ 
ment, which Is carried by the wind 
over the land and taken up from the 
soil by the crops. 
The 
addition 
of one-tenth 
of a 
pound of either sodium or potassium 
Iodide, finely pulverised, to IOO pounds 
of salt and this mixture fed to meet 
the salt requirement, is sufficient, as 
only a little more than a trace of 
Iodine is needed. 
Since milk and butter are very good 
natural sources of Iodine In the hu­ 
man diet, it Is Important that the cows 
producing milk for human food re­ 
ceive iodine in their ration.—Michigan 
Experiment Station.

In 1917, the firm changed its heat­ 
ing system from steam to hot water 
and a brick stack 125 feet high was 
erected, costing $4,000. 
This stack 
stands on a foundation 14 feet deep,

This mass of 
cement stands on a bed of quicksand 
but there is no danger of the shaft of 
brick and footing of concrete sinking.

is $1.50 
per day and the annual sales of vege­ 
tables will average $50,000 annually, 
The firm prides itself on the stand-, 
ard of its weight and pack and the 
best ami cleanest vegetables that go 
on the market.

A small amou nt of Iodine is needed 
in the ration of dairy cattle for the 
proper 
fu nctioning 
of 
the 
thyroid 
gland. 
A deficiency of this element 
resu lts in 
goitre or “big neck” In 
calves. 
Iodine is often lacking In 
soils distant from the sea, and con­ 
sequ ently goitre is more prevalent in 
su ch regions than near the sea coast. 
Decaying sen weeds liberate this ele­ 
ment, which Is carried by the wind 
over the land and taken u p from the 
soil by the crops. 
The 
addition 
of 
one-tenth 
of 
a 
pou nd of either sodiu m or potassiu m 
iodide, finely pu lverised, to 100 pou nds 
of salt and this mixtu re fed to meet 
the salt requ irement, is su fficient, as 
only a little more than a trace of 
iodine is needed. 
Since milk and bu tter are very good 
natu ral sou rces of Iodine in the hu ­ 
man diet, it is important that the cows 
produ cing milk for hu man food re­ 
ceive iodine In their ration.—Michigan 
Experiment Station.
